It is plain that St. Matthew wrote the 
firſt of the Goſpels that we have. It has been 
uſual for many ages, till of late, for Com- 
mentators and learned men to take the eſti- 
mate of the time of his writing from Euſe- 
bius. He does not name any year; but 
ſays, I. itt. c. 24. that * St. Matthew having 
for ſeveral years ſtayed at or about Jeruſalem, 
preaching to the Jewiſh converts, did after- | 
wards (when he and the Apoſtles were to go 
abroad in the world) write, for their uſe, in 
his and their native language, the ſubſtance 
of the Goſpel that had been preached to 
them, and left it with them to fupply the 
vhs of the continuance of his perſonal teach- 
ing.” Now, there is a very current and re- 
5 — tradition (confirmed by Apollodorus 
in Euſebius, and by the Kypuype Iliręu, &c.)

Some critics of late have obſerved: a 1 
in Irenæus, I. iii. c.

But 
twelve years diſtance will juſtify ſuch: au ex- 
preſſion. Nor was it at all incongruous that 
the word ſhould be firſt ſufficiently con- 
firmed by the atteſtation of living witneſſes 
and preachers in many places of the world be- 
fore auy writing of it ſhould be drawn up.
